caft, and a docility that would not have difgraced the ntoft ci- 
vilized origin. His paflions were all of the gentleit kind, and 
the progrefs which he’ made in the arts and ‘language of this 
country exceeded all expectation, and if it were not well at-

“On the 13th of laft month, a violent earthquake deftroyed, 
in lefs than five minutes, the town’ of “requida, of which no- 
thing remains bat the Recolleé& Convent. A {tone bridge of 
the fineft conftruction was totallv deftroyed. A vait. quanti- 
ty of land was removed to the diftance of 809 yards,‘on which 
the trees {till continued, without the leaft diminution of their 
verdure. A confideradle garden met with the fame accident, 
without the fmalleft detriment to its produce. Many diftri@s, 
that were before dry, are now watered with fuch an abundance 
of fprings, as to form navigable rivers. Notwith{tanding, the 
number-of buildings that have been overthrown, not more than 
ithree hundred perfons have been bufied in the ruins. | Thofe 
who have efcaped are fcattered throughout the country, and 
make ufe-of tents for habitations: Such was the melancholy 
‘or ofa country, which, for its extradrdinary riches and ferti- 
lity, was called the Venus of Peru.”

may be a rzanyof unblemifhed charater, a virtuous citizen, 
a good. hafband, an affectionate parent, and a conftaut friead, 
Certainly it. will be allowed, that a man-may. kill a hare or. a 
partridge, and, though not a qualified,perfon, ,he may neither 
be a potcher, nor a bad man, He may infringe the law for the 
keurity of pams, and haye‘all’th good guilities T have méa- 
tioned above. If any perfon fhou!i be fo unlucky as to difre- 
gard the game laws, at a.nesiod when-they are fo ftri@ly inter- 
preted, what is the confequence?

Pray, how are thefe accounts inftructed ? In a very fingular 
manner indeed. The Magifterial. party, or junto that rule, 
names a committee of their own choice, all of them menibers 
of Council, to examine the accounts, which are done and paf- 
fed in a very eafy manner *, It is juft the very fame’ as allow- 
ing a man to be judge of his own caufe; and accordingly he 
patles an interlocator in his own favour. For, the very perfons 
who commit the eyilare the examiners of their own. accompts. 
— Strange indeed! This would not be allowed to pafs in the 
Court of King’s Bench. / ‘i, 

‘To remedy this grofs evil, it is humbly fuggelted, That as 
each Burgh in Scotland confifts chiefly of two bodies of men; 
viz. Guildry and Trades ; that each of th¢fe bodies chufe three 
of their number annually ineach burgh; perfons no way con- 
nected with the Town-Council :—'That theft’ fix gentlemen 
examine the accounts of expenditure of the public’ money, and 
fign their report at the foot of them. If they can fay, to.the 
beft of their judgment, the money has been expended for. the 
public good of the community, undoubtedly the accounts 
ought ro.pafs. And unlefs the accguits of each burgh are an- 
nual certified in this manner, they ought norto pafs in the 
Exchequer. te 

If this method, or fome other finilar to it, were adopted, it 
would be productive of good effects to the whole Burghs. of 
Scotland, *
